—Mr. Palmer, of Michigan, has introduced into the 
Senate of the United States a bill to restrict immigra- 
tion. He proposes to tax immigrants on landing, and 
to require consular certificates showing the fitness of the 
immigrants to enter the United States. He aits chiefly 
at the exclusion of Mormons, Nihilists, Anarchists, and 
all sorts of people whose principles are hostile to our 
laws and institutions. The bill will attract attention, 
for the people generally are coming to think that unre- 
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stricted immigration is a peril to the republic. We 
have already gone too far in giving indiscriminate wel- 
come to all comers.—[W. C. Advocate.

—Reports received last week from China describe the 
overflow of the Yellow River as one of the most appall- 
ing disasters that ever visited the nation. The river 
seems to have burst from the channel in which it has 
flowed for years, and has inundated seven thousand 
square miles of what was a few months ago one of the 
most populous. districts of that densely populous empire 
The extent of the calamity seems almost incredible, and 
if the facts at all approach the statements made in 
Chinese papers, there is a demand for the prompt char- 
ity of the civilized world. The overflow occurred in 
September, and it seems strange that we have not had 
all the facts before now. It is said, however, that the 
region ef the disaster contains few foreigners, and that 
its remoteness has made commuvication slow. Now 
that the facts are known, adequate plans of relief should 
be inaugurated at once. Such calamities have rarely 
occurred in human history. The loss of life was enor- 
mous, and thousands of homes are at the bottom of 
what has now become a vast lake. Itis said that the 
river h+s abandoned its former channel, and is pouring 
its waters into the great basin in which this new lake is 
likely to remain. It is one of those colossal woes which 
defy deseription, and evoke universal sympathy.—/[ W. 
C Advocate. 

—The necessity of some legislation to protect our 
lands from land-grabbers is emphasized by the abstracts 
which daily papers furnish of Secretary Lamar’s report 
He shows that since March 4, 1885, there have been re- 
covered and restored tothe public domain upwards of 
45,000.000 ‘acres—21 000,000 from the railrozd compa- 
nies, 14,000,000 by canceling of fraudulent or illegal land 
entries. The Secretary urges upon Congres legislation 
to render the continuance of this land-grabbing impos- 
sible. He declares that the repeal of certain laws is es- 
sential if the land is to be preserved under the home- 
stead law for the use of actual settlers. Mr. Lamar’s 
report gives some encouraging statistics respecting in- 
dustrial improvement of the Indians, and reports that, 
under the direction of the President, the department has 
begun the work of making allotments to the Indians of 
seven reservations. It is estimated that the agreements 
negotiated provide for cession to the United States by 
the Indians of nearly 22,000,000 acres of territory. We 
are sorry to s2e that Commissioner Atkins advises a pol- 
icy of concentrating the Indians of the Indian Territory. 
Nearly all who have made a study of this subject agree 
with the essential principle advocated by Captain Pratt, 
though not with the radical measures which he suggests 
—the principle of intermixing white and Indian to- 
gether, that the latter may learn civilization from bis 
white neighbors.—[ Christian Union 


—And if we have any doubts as to just what this real 
Gospel 1s, there is one sure way in which we can learn 
it. Take the New Testament, and learn of what spirit, 
and what manner of man, Jesus.Christ was. Only re- 
member that to do this is no light thing. It means 
reading the Gospel of Jesus Christ with a willing mind.

Real Christianity is not sit- 
ting in Moses’ seat, and binding upon men heavy bur- 
dens, and grievous to be borne. Real Christianity is 
not—but we know tco well these spurious, beggarly, 
and hateful things which Christianity is not. What it 
is, something most human and divine, we see and own 
whenever a disciple shows Christ in some transfigura- 
tion of character to us. It is Christ—Christ loved, 
chosen, obeyed, as Master and Lord. It means for you 
and me, not only following Jesus in grateful memory 
along his way of mercy through Galilee and Judea,, but 
following him in glad service up and down these streets.

—Ex-Senator Windom, in a Fourth of July temper- 
ance address at New York, said: “Considered merely 
from the plane of political economy, there is no one sub- 
ject now before the American people at all comparative 
in gravity and importance with this one. The liquor 
men claim to have $1,000,000,000 invested in the business 
of making and selling liquor in this country, and they 
have at least 500,000 direct employes. It is estimated 
upon the best attainable authority that this tyrant’s 
revels cost annually more than $700,000,000; that 500,- 
000 victims, rendered worse than useless, are staggering 
along in his triumphal procession to dishonored graves, 
and that his army of immediate retainers—the makers 
and venders of ‘liquid fire-—number 500,000 more. Es- 
timating that this million of makers, venders, and vic- 
tims, if engaged in some legitimate business could have 
earned $1 50 per day, we have a loss in productive power 
of $450,.000,000 per annum, which, added to the $700,- 
000,000 wasted for strong drinks, makes a total of $1.150,- 
000 000. Add to this taxation, estimated at $100,000,- 
000, for the support of jails. criminal prosecutions, pen- 
itentiaries, alms houses, pauperism, and al] the unnum- 
bered burdens imposed upon the country by this tyrant, 
and you have $1,250,000,000 asthe annual cost of his 
reign. We distrust attempts to state the evils of in- 
temperance in dollars and cents; but, making liberal 
discounts for exaggerations, the tax on intemperance is 
enormous.” 


—The tariff bill, which will go before the Ways and 
Means Committee with the indorsement of Speaker 
Carlisle after the holiday recess, as the basis of revenue - 
reform, contemplates a reductionwf $62,000,000 annual 
revenue. Of this amount $50,000,000 is to come from 
reductions of duties; chiefly on manufactures, and $12,- 
000,000 from adding wool, salt, lumber, coal, ete , to the 
free list. The bill aims at a very extensive revision of 
present methods of administering the tariff law, and 
remedying inconsistencies and inequalities in the law, 
as well as a general reduction -of the high rate of tariff 
taxes. It proposes the substitution of specific for ad 
valorem rates, where the latter are difficult of enforce- 
ment. In the chemical, earthern, and glassware sched- 
ules numerous judicious reductions are proposed. In 
metals, material reductions on iron and steel are recom- 
mended. Inthe wool and woolens schedule, raw wool 
being made free, the rates on woolen fabrics are so re- 
duced as to take away about $10,000,000 upon the basis 
of last year’s importations. Inconsistencies as to rates 
on worsted and woolen cloths are corrected, and here oe- 
curs some of the most important changes proposed in 
the bill. The bill embraces the schedules prepared for 
Congress last winter by Secretary Fairchild substitutiog 
specific for ad valorem duties on silks, gloves, and em- 
broideries. It also includes the Hewitt plan for reform 
of the customs administrative services, with some 
changes and additions suggested by treasury experiences 
since Mr. Hewitt’s bill was first introdueed. The meas- 
ure, itis said, is the result of incalculable labor and 
care, and is the outgrowth of years of study and experi- 
ence on the part of treasury experts. 
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THE VALLEY AND SHADOW OF DEATH.

“Yea, though I walk through the valley of the shadow 
of death, I will fear no evil; for thou art with me; thy 
rod and thy staff they comfort me.” Psalm 23: 4, 

Death means loss, solitude, and retribution. It means 
the loss of all that we possess and enjoy in this life. It 
is going away from our homes and earthly friends; from 
the enjoyment of all thet is pure, beautiful, and good 
in this world. We leave all the tender associations 
of home and Church, the stirring activities of life, 
with its sweet and thrilling joys avd sepirations. 
Death is also solitude. All sorrow is solitary. The 
outward facts and features of our sorre ws are in some 
measure identical with those of our fellow-men, and 
produce effects which are common to the rac; yet 
each one must bear his own pain, and no one can tally 
enter into his feelings and bear it for him. Esch soul 
is alone in its sorrow. But in death there is a solitude 
that does not exist in any other sorrow; for we only 
die once, and our dearest friends watching over us can 
not know what dyirg is from personal experience. 
They may have been very near it, but they did not die; 
and to expect death is not the same thing as to endure 
it. This iss journey that we must travel slone, so far 
as our earthly friends are concerned. They can not 
even know what it is to die, They can tell ua of their 
aweet and undying love, they can pray for and bless us, 
and the last soucd we hear is the precious name Jesus; 
but we go, and they stay. Ina all human experience 
earth’y love is never felt to be so utterly impotent 2s 
when it watches an ebbing life. The father’s strorg 
love and the mother’s tender sympathy can do nothing 
for us in that hour. 

Death means retribution. “It is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the judgment.” ‘For God 
shall bring every work into judgment, whether it be 
good, or whether it be evil.” There is not a single 
quality in our nature but what has at some time or 
other mastared the fear of death. Love of friends and 
country, affzction and sympathy, ambition and hatred 
have conquered the fear of death; and it is true 
that sometimes conscience does not awake up before 
death. Men have passed out of life into eternity in- 
different, too, and unmoved by any sense of their sin- 
fulness; but it is also true that in most cases at such 
times conscience does awake and thunder condemna- 
tion into the ears of the soul, and men realizing their 
siofulness and need of pardon cry for mercy. There 
are good reasona to believe that this is the fear of hell, 
and not of God. It is not safe to poetpone the prepa- 
ration for death till the hour of our departure comes. 
It shou!d bo the work of onr life. 

IL Christ is with the believer in the experience of 
death, and meets all his wants in that hour. ‘Thou 

art with me,” ssid David; and even in death “this is 
the victory that overcomsth the world, even our 
faith.” Faith in Christ enables the Christian to 
triumph over death, and “to rejvice in hope of the 
glory of God.” “Forasmuch then as the children are 
partakers of fiszsh and blood, he aleo himself likewise 
took part of the same; that through death he might 
destroy him that had the power of death, that is, the 
devil; and deliver them who through fear of death 
were all their lifetime subjsct to bondsge.” David did 
not expect to be alone when he ‘passed through the 
valley ot death. He knew what death meant to him— 
loss, solitude, and retribution—but the presence of the 
tender, loving, and all-powerfal Shepherd would sustsia 
and lead him safe through “the valley of the shadow 
of death.” Christ, though invieible, is present with 
the believer as he passes through the dark valley, and 
sustains him. He is sometimes visibly present in all 
his glory in the hour of death. This was the experi- 
ence of Stephen when dying. His enemies stoned 
him to death, and looking at his death from a human 
standpoint it was a sad one; ‘but he, being full of the 
Holy Spirit, looked up steadfastly into heaven, and saw 
the glory of God, and Jesus standing on the right 
hand of God, and he said, Behold, I see the heavens 
opened, and the Son of man standirg on the right 
hand of God.” This sublime vision tovk away all fear 
of desth, lifted him above all feelings of bitterness and 
revenge, awakened a spirit of tenderness in his heart 
toward those who were stoning him to death, and “he 
kneeled down, and cried with aloud voice, Lord, lay 
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not this sia to their chag:.” Animated by this loving 
epirit, and thrilled by the vision of comiog glory, he 
walked down into “the valley of the shsdow of death” 
w.thout fear; for it was the gateway of heaven to him. 

Death is a lose, but Christ makes up for it teniold. 
Oar earthly life closes, but he will give us eternal life 
in heaven. His promise to his sheep is: “I give unto 
them eternal life; and they shall never perish.” ‘“Be- 
cause I live, ye shall live also.”’ “I am he that liveth, 
and was dead; and, behold, I am alive for evermore, 
Amen; and have the keys of hell and of death.” He 
triumphed over “hell and death” ia his own person, 
and he will deliver all his psople “from the bondage of 
eorruption into the glorious liberty of the children ot 
God.” Does death take us from our earthly homes 
and the dear ones there? He will bring us to a better 
home beyond the shadowy valley of death. His 
promise is: ‘Let not your heart be troubled; ye be 
lieve in God, believe also in me. In my Father’ 
house ate many mansions; if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I goto prepare a place for you. And 
if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come again, 
and receive you unto myeelt; that where I am, ther 
ye may be also.” In that beautiful home he is gather- 
ing all the pure and the good of ali ages, and there we 
shali be reunited with our dear ones to part no more 
He will “wipe away all tears from their eyes; and there 
shall be no more death, neither sorrow, nor crying 
neither shall there be any more pain; for the forme: 
thiogs are passed away.” D 2 wegoto judgment? H. 
has taken away all our sins, and we will not have t 
meet them ait the bar of judgment. He has pardonec 
them, aiid we have nothing to fear from them in “th: 
judgment of the great dey.”” “Therefore being j 18tifiec 
by faith, we have peace with God through our Lore 
Jesus Christ.’ Our sins “shail not be mentioned’ 
against us in that day. (Ezekiel 18: 20-33) Sata 
may come in the hour of death to accuse us bitterly in 
the court of our conscience, but we can meet his accu- 
gations with the promise of Christ, “Who of God is 
made unto us wisdom, and righteousness, and sanotifi- 
cation, and redemptioa.” The one all-powerful name, 
JESUS, will bring peace to the soul in the hour o: 
death, and banish ali fear of the jidgment. He whois 
our jadge is also our Redeemer and Savior, “in whom 
we have redemption through his blood, even the for- 
giveness of sins.” We have nothing of our own tu 
cfter as an atonement for sin; but “Christ hath re- 
deemed us from the curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us; for it is written, Cursed is every one 
that hangeth on a tree.” “He was wounded for our 
travsgressions, he was bruised for our iniquities; the 
chastisement of our peace was upon him; and with his 
stripes we are healed.” Pardoned and justified ip 
Christ the Christian is delivered from the fear of death 
and the dread of the judgment. Looking forward 
into the great future he can sing with the poet: 

So Iam watching quietly 
Every day! 
Whenever the sun shines brightly 
I rise and say, 
“ Surely it is the shining of His face!” 
And look unto the gates of his high place 
Beyond the sea; 
For I know he is coming shortly 
To summon me. 
And when a shadow falls across the window 
Of my room, 
Where I am working my appointed task, 
I lift my head to watch the door, and ask 
If he is come; 
And an angel answers swestly 
In my home, 
“ Only a few more shadows 
And he will come!”’ 

How shall we dice? This is an important question, 
and we determine by the life we live what death shall 
be to us. We sll wish to die happily. Theré are 
mavy Balaams, if there are few Pauls. Many make 
death the crisis, and life the trifla. This is a sad mis- 
take, for death only pronounces the verdict that life 
settles. It is solemn to die because it is awful to live. 
“Let ua hear the conclusion of the whole matter: fear 
God, and keep his commandments; for this is the 
whole duty of man. For God shall bring every work 
into judgment, with every secret thing, whether it be 
good, or whether it be evil.” 

We must die, but we should not look down into the 
oven grave, but beyond it to the summer land of glory. 
The grave is not our home. We do not stopinit. He 
who has been with us through all our Christian experi- 


ence will not forsake us in death, but will lead us 
safely through “the valley of the shadow of death” to 
the paradise of God. Loved ones have faded from our 
homes, but they are not lost. Absent from the body, 
they are present with the Lord, and will meet us as we 
emerge from the shadows of the dark valley and wel- 
come us to their eternal home. ‘* Weeping may endure 
for a night, but joy cometh in the morning.” He who 
goes with our friends stays with us, and we are safe in 
the arms of his love.

THE DIFFERENCE. 

Dear Bro. ——, Your letter of Ssptember 5th was 
read with much interest. The vital point of difference 
vetween you and meis the meaning of Christian union. 
You are evidently in favor of spiritual union, but not 
co operative or organic union. I thiok you misunder- 
stand the Scriptures upon this subject. Spiritual 
anion is not something to be labored for among Chris- 
tians, That is the work to be done among sioners. Ag 
4000 as a person ie regenerated he is io spirituel union 
vith all other Christians, He can not be otherwise. 
He may be sectarian, but he is in epiritual union with 
sll of God’s children. (Sse I. Cor. 12: 13, and Rom. 
8:17.) If you are laboring for spiritual union you 
should work among sinners, There may be nominal 
Christians who need such labor, but the regenerated 
man is already spiritual. The Savior did not prsy for 
spiritual union among his disciples, for that already 
»xisted. Such a prayer would have no signifisance, 
You ask whether a man who has come to maturity in 
Chriat will not drop denominational lines? That de- 
pends upon what you mean by maturity. If you mean 
regeneration, I answer no. If you mean such develop- 
ment as comes through instruction upon the evils of 
sectarianism, I answer yes. Many persons have right 
hearts who have not right heads. The thing a man 
aeeds after becoming spiritual is right instruction. 

The success of Christian labor depends, under the 
Spirit, upon right methods of work. D» nos misun- 
jerstand me. Good methods without the Spirit are of 
a0 use. Bat God has ordained that truth shall be the 
agency under the Spirit for successful work. God 
carries on his work through human agencies, human 
sotions and words being the embodiment of the truth. 
You ask whether Jesus’ work was hindered by a fail- 
ure of co-operaticn? I answer yes. Many sinners 
hinder the work to-day upon themselves. The Gospel 
is not irresistible. “He did not many mighty works 
there because of their unbelief.” Do not Isy too 
much stress upon God's sovereignty, my dear brother. 
Man has a free will. The passage you quote (II. Cor. 
13: 8) is not intended to show what man has the power 
to do or not to do, but what he is willicg todo. It is 
moral ability, as when a mother sayr, “I can not part 
with my child.” She means, “I am unsilling to do so.” 
You ask whether the work of God was hiodered when 
Paul and Barnabas could not agree? J do not know 
that it wav. The Soriptures do not say that Paul and 
Barnabas refused to fellowship each other, or formed 
separate denominations, or that they charged each 
other with heresy. My pamphlet states that it is the 
glory of this denomination (‘he Christians) that divers- 
ity ot religious thought is permitted. 

You say names do not promote division. Of course 
you refer to spiritual division, and that I agree to. 
Nothing can promote it among Christians. It can 
exist only among sinners. Bat Paul seems to think 
that different names were an evil, as given in I. Cor. 
1: 11,12. What interpretation do you put upon those 
passages I quoted in my last letter? I am much 
pleased with your “personal belief aud praciice.” Bat 


while you labor that men mey grow in grace and ina 


knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ, make that a 
growth of efficiency by opposing sectarianism; not of 
the heart, for that does not exist among true Christians, 
but of the actions. : 

You must remember different lines of work belorg 
to different ages. Jesus sent his dirciples first to the 
Jews. At this time we need Christian union because 
the Church is much divid-d, and much labor is wasted. 
This line was not much needed previous to A. D. 300. 
The Scriptures do not give specific instruction upon 
special lines of work. For instance, they do not say, 
Let the Free Baptists, Christians, and Congregstional- 
ists be united. Neither do they say to you, Go to —, 
and preach the Gispel. Yet you gather from Soript- 
ure sufficient authority to do such work, and we fiad 
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abundancs of authority for Christian organic union 
without specifis instruction. 

You say you would be in favor of ‘union in organizs- 
tion and in name, if it would do anything toward 
making us more like Jesus. Why do you hold union 
meetings if co-operation is of no good in making you 
more like Jesus? That is not spiritual union merely; 
that is co-operative union to some extent. If it 
works well in such cases why not on a larger scale? 
why not in organization? I have no obj:ction to differ- 
ent names only so far as they help promote division. 

We do not insist upon the name Christian, as I said 
in my former letter. But I can see no reason for hav- 
ing any other prominent name except to make division. 
If we oppose sectarianism we must oppose everything 
that promotes it. You speak of standing aloof from 
others and trying to do them good ag ineffectual. 
That is just why we want union. If we were to dis- 
band we would be obliged to go into some sectarian 
body, where we would not be allowed to teach such 
views. To speak for Christian union on the ground 
of Christian character alone is to deny human creeds, 
and that would not be allowed in creed-bound de- 
nominations. If I am wrong, why will not the Free 
Baptists unite with us on the Bible alone? You say 
“opefffy and distinctly denying creeds” is unchristian, 
and utterly without example in Christ or his followers 
Iam surprised at this statement. How can a man be 
honest without denying creeds? If I do not believe 
the doctrines of the Free Baptist Treatise of Faith, 
am I honest in conveying the impression that I do? 
Do not human creeds contain errors that must be op- 
posed? and can you be a minister of the Gospel and 
not oppose such doctrines, and thus deny the creeds 
that contain them? Have you never denied the doc- 
trine of infant baptism, or sprinkling, or unconditional 
predestination, or universalism, or salvation by works 
alone, or that a person can go on sinning day after 
day and be a child of God? Of course you have, and 
to that extent you have denied creeds. Oreeds are 
the inventions of men, and therefore not certain to be 
correct. The Bible is the Word of God. Can a 
human invention be better than the prodact of God's 
wisdom? Would you prefer the traditions of men to 
the Word of God? Raad Colossians 2: 8 Mark 7: 
1-13, especially the last four verses. Suppose a creed 
contained just what we believed, why not take the 
thought as given in the language of the Holy Spirit? 

You say Jesus forbade external union when he re- 
buked John for forbidding others to cast out demons. 
You are mistaken. It was not external union, but 
sectarianism and intolerance that he forbade. He 
wanted a friendly feeling and co-operation between the 
two parties, but John wanted to reject the other party 
or refuse fellowship. John wanted external union just 
as sectarians want it to-day, by a uniformity of doc- 
trines, rites, polity, or plans of work. That is seo- 
tarianism, not Christian union: Every denomination 
wants union, but a union formed by subscribing to its 
creed. We do not reject any Chriatian, it matters 
not what his name, or methods, or belief. We ask for 
agreement upon those thiogs in which there can be 
agreement. All take the B ble. Why add anything 
like a» human creed? All take the name Christian. 
Why add another name? All could agree upon these 
two things if they would. It is not because they can 
not, but because they want something else. Men can 
not see alike in doctrines, but we find them all taking 
the Bible and the name Christian, and if they took no 
additions they would occupy our platform. You are 
not obliged to exchange your name for mine in order 
to be one with me. You have only to drop your un- 
scriptural name, and re/ain the name Christian. We 
do not ask you to come over to us, but take down the 
barrier that keeps us from you. We simply ask you 
to accept us by throwing away your human standard 
of faith and practice, and your unscriptural name. 
Different names are of little consequence when there 
is no exclusiveness. But the names are often retained 
because of the exclusiveness. The point'is, exclusive- 
ness is the barrier to union. We do not object so 
much to different names as to sectarianism. 

You ask whether our work is not hopeless? No. 
But suppose we did not see much success, is a duty 
measured by its probable success? Will you abandon 
preaching because some of your labor seems to be 
spent in vain? Look at the condition of Christendom 
to-day as compared with one hundred years ago or 
longer. If there is not a long advance in the very 


work we are doing I can not read the signs of the 
times. Recently I preached in the Baptist (regular) 
and Presbyterian churches of this town. Never be- 
fore, I am told, did the pastor of the Christian Church 
of this place perform such a service. Is our work 
hopeless? We do not think itis. I can not see why 
the name Christian should be so objectionable to you. 
You seem to think we would do better to give up every 
adherence to name, and go among those who have as a 
prominent name some unacriptural title. In other 
words, rejzct the very name all of Christ’s followers 
have, and take a name that denotes division. That 
would be the very opposite of union. 

You ask whether I think it displeases the Lord, or 
in any way hinders your usefalness by working as a 
Free Baptist? Just as far as you fail to carry out the 
prayer of our Lord that they may be one, I think it 
does. If you are a Free Baptist only nominally, and 
are working tor the co-operative union of all of God’s 
children, and will fellowship all persons on the ground 
of Christian character alone, then I answer, You stand 
on our platform substantially.

THOUGHIS ABOUT THE CHURCH. 


Bro. Jones,—F or more than forty years past no in- 
stitution has shared so much of my thought as “the 
Church.” The language of my lips and heart have 
often been— 

‘For her my tears shall fall, 

For her my prayers ascend, 
To her my cares and toils be given, 
Till toils and cares shall end.”’ 
And to-day no spectacle rises so grandly before me, so 
divine in its origia, so broad, bright, and humane in its 
spirit and so prophetic in itacnward march. Yet the 
conviction is often forced upon msthat the true, thereal 
church of Christ, as we talk and sing about it, has been 
more ideal than real. We talk about her unity, and her 
firat. triumphs, and her model organic life, and yet how 
little we have in fact to predicate our thoughts or con- 
clusionsupon! If we except the nucleus around which 
it firat gathered, “when they were all of one heart and one 
mind, and no man called aught that he had his own,” 
we look in vain for its internal unity or external har- 
mony; and as to its triumphs, no period of its existence 
has half equalled the last century, both as to the qual- 
ity of its work and the number of the votaries won. 
At the close of the first fifteen hundred years it num- 
bered one hundred million; three hundred years Jater 
it had reached twice that number, and within the lait 
eighty-seven years it has doubled again in its numer- 
ical strength—with a literature, a philosophy, a general 
intelligence, and a purity of life and divinity of aim 
such as never before dawned upon any other age of the 
world. 

The kingdom of heaven was not to be brought in by 
“putting the hand to the plow and looking back,” but 
“first the blade, then the ear, then the full corn in the 
ear.” The gifts bestowed upon men were “for the perfect- 
ing of the saints, for the work of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the body of Christ, until we all come into the 
unity of the faith and of the knowledge of the Son of 
God unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the stature 
of the fullness of Christ.” 

The awful mistake of the Church has “been that 
which has characterized every sect that has ever sprung 
out of it—perfection in the start, then turn and fight 
everything that has dared change a principle or ad- 
vance a new thought; then allied to this, and of the 
same nature and tendency, attributing to the apostles 
the perfections of infallibility, which they never claim- 
ed, and saying that all divine revealings closed with the 
apostolic age, thus divorcing the Church from the liv- 
ing God and assuming other equal masters with Christ. 
By the early church measures were adopted, and men 
and women appointed to carry out those measures,-to 
meet needs as they appeared. It is a fallacy, as ap- 


pears to me, t> say the apostolic church was a model 


for' all time to come in all its arrangements and ap- 








































the requirement “to wash one another's feet” 


with its divine life, and graduslly bringing all institu- 
tions, social and civil, into harmony with its spirit of 
equality, freedom, and love. Asa religion its law must 
ever be one of liberty and love under pergonal loyalty to 
Christ. In civil relations it can only recognize the acts 
of men in regard to the rights of others. Apparent 
motives, of course, must have their weight in determin- 
ing character. 

To make it a set of forms and fixed arrangements, is 
to entirely overlook its nature and aim as an expand- 
ing life, taking hold of new interestsand different activ- 
ities on higher and broader planes. What might have 
been a necessity in the beginning, involving the rejeo- 
tion or “acceptance of Christ, may like any other con- 
tingency drop out, as thought and society and customs 
change, so as to entirely cease to be what it was at first. 
I believe it is a law of all ordinances that they “are to 
perish with their using’ as new revealings on higher 
and different planes are reached. 

Under a ministration of the spirit where the lustful 
look is edaltery, where hatred is murder, where the two 
mites of the poor are more than the abundance of the 
rich, where the acceptance is according to what a man 
has, and love is the fulfilling of the law, set forms and 
ordinances can not be of perpetual binding necessity, 


but must, in the very nature of things, like all mutable 


things, “wax old and vanish away;” and now why should 
Christianity be looked upon as any different from 


Judaism? While the old eternal life of love is the 
same “yesterday, to-day, and forever,” it is constantly 
moving forward, putting on ever new and more beauti- 
ful garments till the perfect is come and the “in part” 
is done away. 


To deny that “baptism for the remission of sins” was 


preached by the apostles when it involyed the accept- 
ance or rejection of Christ, is foolhardiness, especially 
while we have an open Testament and the early history 


of the Church before us; while to insist upon a like 


observance of that ordinance as an indispensable con- 
dition of forgiveness in the presence of saints and 
martyrs who have laid down their lives for the name of 
Christ, and the grandest, purest, most se'f sacrificing 
activities of any age, is to play the “blind man’s buff.” 


Dropping these two extremes, why not in the light of 


the life of the great Master cease forbidding any “to cast 
out devils in the name of Christ, though he follows not 
with us?” 
presence of the fact of the spirit of Christ, which marks 
who was his, and receive ali ashe received them? Is 
it not “withstanding God” to refuse fellowship to those 
upon whom God has placed the “seal of his Spirit?” 


Why not accept the logic of Peter, in the 


Why not, Bro. Errett (this was first written for the

—to the act of baptism—ihat you do to feet-washing? 


You say that when the civilities of life are performed 
is met. 
I think your logic is good. Now apply it to the act of 


immersion. It was not instituted by John nor by Christ, 
but taken up by them as a then existing and recognized 
act of initiation, a formal -act of devotion or consecra- 
tion to that into which, or unto which, they were bap- 
tizad. Now if we have the consecration, as evidenced 
from living tests, where the necessity of falling back 
upon a dead form which has ceased to be a test? Any- 


body can be immersed without contradiction or oppo- 


sition, even to promote selfish ends; but to surrendér 
self-ease and worldly honor and gain to the ends of 
godliness, is the real baptism, the living and life-giving 


baptism which Christ taught and the apostles prac- 
ticed. 

The same comprehensive law of generalization applied 
by Christ to then existing institutions of Judaism, must 
ever apply to growth and change. While the life isever 
the same, its manifestations must necessarily change 
until the absolutely perfect is reached. With him love 
to God and the neighbor was all there was of the law 
and the prophets, and the end of the commandment 
with Paul was charity out of a pure heart, a good con- 
acienca, and unfeigned faith. To say thatthe kingdom 
ot God is theassemblage, orsggregate of local churches, 
under the leadership of a pastor, elders, and deacons, 
made up only of immersed believers, looks to me like 
the littlest of littleness. 

I could much sooner recognize the W.C. T. U. as 
the coming kingdom, with its more than twenty depart-

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telligences, angels, and spirits, and even matter itself 
shall bea thing of the past? To put it in another 
form, tHere must of necessity be a firet before there 
can be a second; even so there can not be a last ufitil 
all others shall have been destroyed. That Jesus did 
not use those terms to establish his deity, but his pre- 
existence to the world of matter, and more especially 
the Gospel dispensation, I believe to be the true idea. 

Having announced himself as the “Alpha and 
Omega,’ John turned to see the voice that spake to 
him; then folfows a glowing description of the scene. 
(Verses 13, 14,15,16) John was overpowered by the 
sight and fell as a dead man, strength all gone. While 
in this state the “Alpha and Omega” laid his hand 
upon him and ssid, “Fear not, [am the first and the 
last, [ am he that liveth and was desd, and, behold, I 
am alive for evermore.” I presume it would be an 
overtax on our intelligence to ask us to believe that 
this language could be true if applied toGcd. That 
it did not apply to man we may learn from Rev. 5, 
where we have an account of “One sitting upon a throne 
with a book in his hand sealed with seven seals, and a 
strong angel proclaiming with a loud voice, Who is 
worthy to open the book and to unloose the seals there- 
of? And no man in heaven, nor in the earth, neither 
under the earth, was able to open the book.” There 
was one found, however, that was willing to assume the 
responsibility, “and he came and took the book out 
of the right hand of him that sat upon the throne, and 
when he had taken the book, the four beasts and the 
four and twenty elders broke out in glad refrain, say- 
ing, Thou art worthy to take the book and to open the 
seals thereof, for thou wast slain and hast redeemed us 
to God-by thy blood.” Thus confirming what Christ 
had previously said, ‘I am he that liveth and was dead, 
ard, behold, I am alive for evermore.” 

Christ was made a little lower than the angels, that 
he might be capable of dying. Our first federal head 
was of the earth, earthy, and subject to death, and s» 
itis written that “the first man was of the earth, earthy; 
the second man was the Lord from heaven.” It was 
this man from heaven, that existed before Abraham ex- 
isted, that died to redeem Adam’s fallen race from eter- 
nal death. Christ not only existed as the Son of God 
previous to his incarnation, but before the world of 
matter (“For God made the world by his Son.” Heb. 
1: 2), but will continue to be the Son of God when the 
world of matter shall have been destroyed. He iz 
also the beginning of the Gospel dispensation and will 
be the end thereof. “For he must reign till he hath 
put all enemies under his feet, and when a!) things 
shall be subdued unto him, then shall the Son also 
himself be subject unto him that put all thinge under 
him, that God may be all in all.” In this true sense I 
believe Christ to have been the ‘Alpha and Omega, 
the First and the Last.” Just as the word is used by 
Matt. 19: 8, to point back to the beginning of the race, 
so I understand the terms to mean as found in Gen. 
1: land John 1: 1, 2,as referring to the beginning 
of creation. The terms, as found in Revelation, 
doubtless, have a more direct reference to the begin- 
ning and ending of the Gospel dispensation.

In many 
states there is an attempt to make l'quor-selling re- 
spectrble (?) by demanding “high license!” 

If the Jews had given Judas a thousand “pieces of 
silver” instead of “thirty,”’ would that have lessened 
his crime or made him any more of a gert'eman? If 
the Pope grants “indulgenca”’ to any of his subj:cts, is 
the act any the more justifiable because the sut ject 
pays him a large sum of money? What is the d ffer- 
ence between “indulgence” and license? And how 
can “high license” “cover the multitude of sins’ com- 
mitted by the drinking men ef this country? 

To license a man to do wrong and then protect him 
in his nefarious traffic is a disgrace and a sin. The 
more the business of rum-selling is popularized, the 
worse it is for the cause of temperance. It 1s a dis- 
graceful business, and instead of legalizing it, it should 
be condemned. 

The ideaadvanced by soms people that “high license” 
prepares the way for prohibition, is far frcm being true. 
It has just the opposite effect. A “high license” gilded 
saloon will be more extensively patronized than a low 
geeg-shop.

Young men will 
g> into a “high license” liquor-shop, who wouldn’t 
think of going into a “low rum-hole.”

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EDUCATION. 


Report of the Committee on Education passed at the 
late session of the Iowa Central Conference: 

Wuereas, Educate, educate is the watchcry and 
work of the age in which we live; and, whereas, it is 
an acknowledged fact that knowledge is power; and, 
whereas, to obtain the needed education whereby we 
as a people in the West may wield a: power and influ- 
ence for the spread of the Gospel, and to keep pace 
with the onward march of science, we must establish 
schools, or a school among us which shall or may bea 
rallying point or strong tower from which to send forth 
stropg men and women untrammeled and unbiased by 
sectism, bearing in their hands the “sword ot the Spirit 
which is the Word of God,” t» conquer the world for 
Jesus; and, whereas, Le Grand Ilnstitute, a grand 
building, surrounded by beanty and elegance, is now 
out of debt, or so near that $300, over and above what 
is in the hands of the agent, wiil clear it of its entire 
indebtedness; and, whereas, a few hundred dollars 
would put the building in a condition to save it from 
waste; therefore, 

Resolved, That we will contribute of our means as 
far as we can to secure this end, and that we invoke the 
aid of our brotherhood at large to contribute to this 
enterprise until our school shall be able to proclaim a 
grand opening. W. O. Suira, 
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“In the beginning was God,” equivalent to the term, 
“God was in the beginning from all eternity.” Hence, 
men are accustomed to think and speak of God as never 
having had a beginning. Is it possible for the mind 
to conceive of anything existing now, or having existed 
at any time in the past, without having hada beginning? 
We may be prepared to admit that in the range of pos- 
sibilities a thing once having been brought into exist- 
ence, might continue to exist without end, just as we 
may speak of a perfect circle as being without begin- 
ning, or without end; but the idea of a living, acting, 
intelligent, personal being never having had a begin- 
ning must ever be received with much mental reserva- 
tion by those who are capable of thinking. It is, doubt- 
less, true that man’s powers are so limited that even 
when he has reached the highest altitude of mental 
perfection, when he has called into exercise all the 
powers of his marvelous brain, when the eyes of his 
understanding have been strained to their utmost ten- 
sion, that even thon he will fall infinitely short of dis- 
covering the point of God’s beginning. Christ is said 
to have been the “beginning of the creation of God,” 
and therefore God’s beginning musi necessarily ante- 
date the beginning of Jesus Christ; therefore, speaking 
of Christ aaa person, he can not be equal to God as to 
time. I am inclined to the opinion that many good 
men, in their efforts to exalt Jesus Christ to an.equal- 
ity with the self-existent Jehovah, have wrested many 
simple and transparent passages of Scripture from their 
simple and obvious meaning. ‘The first chapter of 
John’s Gospel, in the estimation of auch persons, affords 
a bulwark of strength to their pcsition. They quote, 
“In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God.” They identify 
the “Word” with Jesus Christ, and, hence, conclude 
that if ‘che Word was God” he must have been from 
all eternity, and therefore “equal with God.” The 
second and third verses read: “The same was in the 
beginning with God. All things were made by him, 
and without him was not anything made that was 
made.” Are we not justified in the conclusion that 
the beginning referred to in the passage under consid- 
eration was the beginning of the creation of the 
material universe, and having no reference to the eter- 
nity of God? This idea would be in perfect harmony 
with Paul’s statement as found in the first chapter of 
his Epistle to the Hebrews: “God, who at sundry times 
and in diverge manners spake in times unto the fathers 
by the prophets, hath in these last days spoken unto us 
by his Son, whom he hath appointed heir of all things, 
by whom, also, he made the worlds.” 

I am of the opinion that the beginning reterred to 
in John 1: 1,2 and Gen. 1: 1, refers to the same point 
of time, and has no*reference whatever to the begin- 
ning of God’s existence, or his illustrious Son, our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. The great burden of 
Paul’s preaching was ‘to mske all men see what is the 
fellowship of the mystery which, from the beginning 
of the world, hath been hid in God who created all 
things by Jesus Christ.” Here we have the term, “be- 
ginning of the world,” and justifies the conclusion 
previously arrived at. (Ool.1:15) Christ is said to 
be “the image of the invisible God, the first born of 
every creature.” The term “born” as here used cer- 
tainly can not apply to his earthly existence, from the 
fact that millions had lived and died before the joyful 
annunciation, “For unto you is born this day in the 
city of David, a Savior, which is Christ the Lord.” 

To establish the idea of Christ’s divinity (not deity) 
more firmly in the minds of his audience, the writer 
further states: “For by him were all things created 
that are in heaven and that are in earth, visible and in- 
visible, whether they be thrones or dominions or prin- 
cipalities or powers; all things were created by him 
and for him, and he is before all thinga and by him all 
things consist.” Rev. 1: 8. Christ speaks of himself 
as the “Alpha and the Omega;” in the eleventh verse 
as the “First and the Last.” In the opinion of some 
eminent Christian men, those terms are equivalent to 
the idea that Christ was the first intelligent being that 
ever existed, the originator of all matter, tle source 
of all life, and, therefore, the “very and eternal God.” 
If this rendering is to be accepted as the true meaning 
of the terms employed, may we not with equal fairness

“AND HE CALLED HIS NAME JESUS.” 

The time is drawing near when throughout Chris- 
tendom the anniversary of the advent of Jesus the 
Christ will be celebrated in song, prayer, and various 
religious services. Because it can not be accurately 
determined as to the very hour and. exact date on 
’ which the illustrious Son of Mary was born, the ides 
has obtained that the season of the year at which this 
event took place is altogether conjectural. But this 
is not the case. For the best of reasons it is the con- 
clusion of the highest biblical scholarship that Christ 
was born in the season of the year corresponding to 
our December, and Dr. Geikie, in his “Life of Christ,” 
says substantially the only reason for thinking that per- 
haps the birth of Jesus did not occur on a date exactly 
corresponding with our December 25th, is the improba- 
bility of preserving the precise date through ail the 
vicissitudes of more than eighteen hundred years. The 
probability is that if any variation exists it is very in- 
significant; and, since on all hands it is agreed that a 
more accurate decision can not now be obtained, it is 
commendable that all people everywhere should unite 
in appropriate religious services, commemorative of an 
event of such supreme importance to the world in all 
its interests aud inhabiterits. From a remote antiquity 
the wisest and best of men, under a divine inspiration, 
looked forward with most intense interest to the time 
when, by the grace of God, “the seed of the woman 
shall bruise the serpent’s head.” Peter quotes from 
most ancient and highest»authority, “For Moses truly 
said unto the fathers, A prophet shall the Lord your 
God raise up unto you, of your brethren, like unto 
me; him shall ye hear in all things whatsoever he shall 
gay unto you. Yea, and all the prophets 
from Samuel, and those that follow after, as many as 
have spoken have likewise foretold of these days.” 

Under the older dispensation godly men looked for- 


ward to the falfillment of the Divine promise, as under 
the newer covenant godly men look backward to the 
time when Jesus was born in Bethlehent of Judea, as 
the grand event in the history of the world, and in the 
matchless grace of God toa race of sinners lost. From 
the rjsing of the sun to the setting of the same, the 
devout and faithfal will gather around the hearthstone 
and in the sanctuary to tell the old, old story in song, 
prayer, and germon, and celebrate the advent of the 
Son of God. Amen; and let‘all the people siog— 
% Joy to the world! the Lord is come; 
Let earth receive her King; 
Let every heart prepare him room, 
And heaven and nature sing.” 





“OUR FATHER.” 


“When ye pray,” aaid Christ, “say our Father.” It 
is true these words were first addressed to the dis- 
ciples of our Lord, and other interested followers 
who pressed forward to hear what response the great 
Teacher would make to the request of his disciples, 
“Lord, teach us how to pray;” and it is possible that 
they all retired from the scene with mingled emo- 
tions of surprise and disappointment. “Lord, teach 
us to pray, as John also taught his disciples,” said 
these followers of Jesus when they came, and doubt- 
less they had oft been impreimsed by the long and elo 
quent prayers of the rabbis in the market places and 
on the corners of the streets, and may have expected 
that Jesus would give them a form of prayer which, 
in length, expression, and eloquence, would be in ad- 
vance of anything yet known. The few and simple 
utterances, which the great Christ enunciated as a 
model prayer for them and for universal humanity, 
msy have seemed tame and commonplace in contrast 
with the stylish eloquence of the Pharisees’ prayers, 
but as those disciples advanced in the light and life of 
truth they were impressed, we are sure, more and more 
with the unspeakable depth, fullness, compass, and 
power of that inimitable petition. “Our Father”’— 
the God and Father of every member of the human 
family throughout the entire world, and to all who be- 
lieve on him through the Ohrist, God, and Father in 
a higher and special significance. Thus in the open- 
ing sentence of this wondrous prayer the Lord Jesus 
recognizes, and in the most impressive manner enforces, 
the doctrine of the universal brotherhood of map. 
All human interests are interlocked, and each member 
of the race of mankind is recognized as responsible for 
the welfare of every other member to the utmost limit 
of possibility. Not my Father or your Father, but 
“our Father;” and so in an important sense we each 
stand as the representative of the race when we go be- 
fore God in prayer. Then, I am my brother’s keeper, 
and if my brother suffers loss of any kind through 
neglect or fault of mine, then I am responsible, and 
must give account at the last. “Our Father’’—then 
by s higher and the highest considerations [ am united 
to, and with, every one who is a believer in and a fol- 
lower of our Lord Jesus Christ. There is but the one 
spiritual family of God on earth and in heaven, and as 
members of that family we are individually bound to 
lovingly regard and disinterestedly work for the wel- 
fare of every other spiritual child of God on earth 
under the most solemn obligations. “One ié your Mas- 
ter, even Christ, and all ye are brethren.” Individu- 
ally, then, it is the imperative duty of every spiritual 
child of God, not only to work no ill and to do all pos- 
sible good to all men, especially to them “who are of 
the household of faith,” but to oppose themselves as 
far aa possible to everything which is antagonistic to 
the welfare of the entire family. ' 

It anything exists in the spiritual family, clearly in 
opposition to the will and Word of God, then we are 
not at liberty as to our course, but speaking the truth 
in love we must seek by all honorable means to eradi- 
cate the evil and advance the good. Man oan not serve 
two masters. Every positive, active principle or inter- 
est demands the adherence or opposition of every true 
spirit. Weak natures may excuse themselves, and 
timid souls say of this principle or of that evil, “ Let it 
alone;” but what is duty? With sincere love for all 
who are trying to love and serve truth and God, we 
must oppose ourselves against principles which are not 
of God. No Christian man or woman is at liberty to 
say, with reference to the divisions and denomination- 
alism that exist in the one family of God, “Let them 
alone.” If they are right and according to God’s 








Word, then we must declare for them our adhesion 
and j»in issue with everything opposed thereto; but if 
the system is wrong and pernicious by the Word of 
God, then we must oppose ourselves to these evils, not 
the people. 

Prior to the civil war traitors said, “Let us alone;” 
and to-day liquor deslers are crying out, “Let us 
alone;” and those who are dividing and antagonizing 
brethren by their isms say, “Let us alone.” While lov- 
ing all men, and, in a special sense those who are trying 
to serve the truth and God, every true man must speak 
out on these great questions, and identify himself for 
or against every principle or system by which the 
highest interests of the spiritual family are affected, or 
stand condemned every time in prayer he tries to say, 
“Our Father, who art in heaven.” 





THE WORLD'S NEW YEAR. 

New Year’s day was a feast-day with the Jews. It 
should be a day of joy and rejoicing with all peoples. It 
opens into a new volume, aud thus constitutes a new 
beginning to man in his life race. The old year, with its 
accumulated treasures and lessons, in a manner is buried, 
and the new opens with the spirit of a fresher life. It 
surely marks for us the mercy of God in personal man- 
ifestation also. O:hers sleep the silent sleep that knows 
only a resurrection waking, while we live on for other 
sweet experiences, other conflicts for God, home, and 
humanity, and other blessings from the Divine hand. 
Who does not thank God for life? Who then would 
not thank him for extended life on into a new year?

THE OLDES1 RELIGIOUS NEWSPAPER. 

September 1, 1808, saw the issue of the world’s first 
religious newspaper. It is a wonder that the birthday 
of such a moral necessity should have come so late as 
the morning of this century. That Luther, Calvin, 
Wesley, Edwards, could have accomplished so success- 
fully their great missions without its aid, is really re- 
markable. We would not think it possible to get on 
with our church-work now without it. In 1808 this 
paper—the Herautp or GospeL Liperty—had its 
birth, and thus became the harbinger and mother of al! 
similar enterprises. In 1870,'s> popular had the re 
ligious newspaper become, there were 407 such papers, 
and now the number is hardly short, probably, of 500 
in the United States alone. 

The HERALD or Gospel, LIBERTY is indeed ven- 
erable, being 79 years old and gntering, in its next issue, 
upon ita 80:h year. May it live until the end of time, 
and improve with each year in love, wisdom, and mora) 
worth. It deserves to live forever, if only true to the 
principles of which it is made the exponent. 

Let it be known, forever and everywhere, that the 
first religious newspaper was established to defend lib- 
erty of thought, the universality of church fellowship, 
the sufficiency of the Bible as a religious guide, and to 
protest against the divisions of the Church of Christ, 
the limitation of Christian fellowship, the substitution 
of the creed for the Word of God, restrictions of re- 
ligious liberty and shackles for human thought. It has 
been largely true to its grand profession, though ofcen, 
of course, in its utterances far beneath and behind the 
spirit of its hallowed principles. A people’s pro’ewion 
will necessarily be in advance of their lives; and yet it 
is something for the faltering life that it can give jadg- 
ment for the better profession. God enlarge the fel- 
lowship of our HERALD pages until the only wish of 
writer and reader be the holy life in the consecrated 
Christian soul.

THE WASHINGTON CONFERENCE. 


“Daniel M. Graham, D. D., of Philadelphia, then gave 
an interesting account of the great success of prayerful 
efforts to promote co-operation among the 1,300,000 open 
communion Baptist sects of various names scattered all 
over the country, and especially in the Wost and South. 
Remarks were also made by Thomas H. McMullen, of 
Arizona, and by Rev. Sam Small.” 

So reads the dispatch to the Associated Press about 
the session Friday afternoon (on the 9:h of December) 
Allow me, Mr. Editor, two or three remarks on this: 

1. The reporter, in condensing my remarks, made 
me seem to ssy some things that I did not, but, in the 
main, he did me full justice. I did not put the “open 
communion” point. That was his inference, I presume, 
from the fact that I was introduced as a Free Baptist, 
instead of presid«nt of the “Philadelphia Conference of 
the Christian Churches,” as it ought to have been; 
ao, too, I spoke for the Christians and Disciples the 
same as I did for the Free Baptists, ‘‘as bodies” not o! 
the Baptist denomination, and that our co-operation at 
points of contact, as Philsdelphia and western New 
York State, is of a nature not to disturb the eccle- 
siastical relation of the churches of either body. 

2. I spoke of the co-operation as strengthening each 
other in revival and Sunday-school work, and also in 
home and foreign missions. It has been my grest 
pleasure to follow the journeyings and undertakings of 
Bro. and Sister Jones in Japan, as the HERALD relates 
this beginning of the work in that Yankee land of the 
East; also, in our meetings in Philadelphia, I have 
recommended contributions for those missions, and, I 
believe, money will yet go freely to your mission treas- 
ury from our co-operating body. For one, I can not 
tell you how glad I am that your missionaries are there 
It seems to me that there is no point like that foreign 
mission in Japan upon which our united strehgth 
might be more wisely bestowed until a score of mission- 
aries can be sustained there. The hearty support of 


*| that mission by the various “bodies” would bea beauii- 
©} ful act of co-operation and be a practical test of the 


power of co-operation. It would be missionary work 
with a most excellent “reflex” influence. 

3. “When these fragments grow into one, the body 
will number a million and more,” was my remark. In 
this computation the Free Christian Baptists and the 
Free Baptists of the British Provinces are included; so, 
also, the Church of God, the Adventists, the Union- 
ists, and the Trine Immersionists, as well as the Free} peo 
Baptists, the Christians, and the Disciples. There isa 


great diversity of authorities as to number of D sciples, 
varying from 600,000 to 800000. Many of the smail 
Free Baptist bodies are in a detached condition. The 
present union force of sentiment bids fair to bring all 
of them into one, whether Freewill Baptists, General 
Baptists, Separate Baptists, Union Baptists, or others 
of the various names of this one people in their “dis- 
persion.” The united numbers of the Christians, in- 
cluding the “union” which was recently coalesced with 
them, I do not know, even approximately, but I sup- 
pose considerably over 100,000. 

A word about another matter: I have sent to your 
address a copy of the minutes mentioned in a former 
communication. D. M. Granam.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasuineron, D. C., December 17, 1887. 

After the long Congressional vacation Washington is 
itself again. Pennsylvania Avenue is crowded with 
pedestrians and carriages. Every corridor of the Cap- 
itol is alive with politicians, lobbyists, and sight-seers, 
and the hotels and boarding houses are filled from attic 
to basement. . 

The United States Senate, being a perennial body, is 
at work again, but the House of Representatives is not. 
The latter has to be entirely reorganized with each 
new Congress, and the Spzaker does not even expect to 
be able to announce the committees until after the hol- 
idays. 

Committee-making is the most perplexing problem 
with which the Speaker is called upon to wrestle. The 
difficulty is in giving exch member all that he would 
like. It is impossible! Each would like to be chair- 
man of a committee, and also to be assigned to a place 
on one of the leading c>mmittees, like the Ways and 
Means, and Appropriations. 

There are 333 members, including the eight territo- 
rial delegates. There are about fitty chairmanships, and 
about 700 committee places. Esch member must serve 
on at least two committees, and the necessity—since the 
House is Democra'tic—of having a Democratic majority 
on each committee, makes it necessary to give a larger 
proportion of commit:ee places to the Democrats than 
even their majority in the House justifies. 

Some few R -presentatives are so proud or so anxious 
to spare Speaker Carlise any greater cm >arragsment, 
that they do not make any requests, or express any 
preferences in regard to committee places. Most cf 
them, however, are importunate enough, and new mem- 
bers who have never been in Congress before, seem to 
consider themselves specially qualified for the most 
coveted assigoments, and as much entitled to them as 
their associates of long Congressional experience. 

The Senate has decided to lift the vail from a mys- 
tery ef twenty years. It has voted to remove the in- 
junction of secrecy from the journals of Executive 
sessions from 1820 to the end of the Fortieth Congress. 
It makes fifteen volumes of printed matter, but who 
would take the time or care to peruse them at this 
late day? 

The Evangelical Alliance closed several days ago, 
but this city is seldom without a convention of some 
kind. It now hasthe third and fourth-class postmas- 
ters, who want more pay, and who have met here in s 
atruggle to this end. Postmasters are such useful 
members of the community that everybody will doubt- 
lesa be glad to see them get all they can for their serv- 
ice. 

Echoes from the Christian Conference have been 
sounding throughout the week. A number of the em- 
inent divines who were in atiendance remained over 


in this city, and have occupied various, pulpitse. The 
convocation was a remarkable one of active and dis- 
tioguished Christian workers. Among many other sub- 
jeots, it discussed thought ully the advantages, the ne- 
czsity, and practical methods of co-operative work 
among the different denominations. 

The alliance itselt bears witness to the power for 
good of co-operation, in the benefit resu'ting from this 
conference to all who participated in it, and to the 
thousands of readers cf the papers and esses de- 
livered by the distinguished visitors. 

In contending tor co-operative work, the argument 
substantially was, that there is no division in the forces 
of evil; and the forces which strive for good, though 
exhibiting varied discipiive, must unite solidly in the 
presence of the enemy. Jealousies and little conten- 
tions af the ranks only impair the a of the

RE SLEEPETH. 

Fell asleep in Jesus on the 14th day of September, 
1887, at Mankato, J<well County, Kansas, our vener- 
able brother in the Christian ministry, T. I. Heald. 
He passed to the higher life (after waiting patiently 
for the boatman to carry him over) in the eighty-first 
yesr of his age and sixty-first year of his ministry. In the 
atill shedows of the evening he heard the sweot sound 
of the Master's voice seying un‘o him, “It is enough, 
come up higher,’’ in obedience to which he willingly 
departed “to be with Christ, which is far better.” 

This dear brother spent a good portion cf the best of 
his manhood in preaching the Gospel of Christ in the 
Siate of Ohio; besides, he traveled and preached in 
several of the Eastern States and also in Canada. All 
we can say of this good brother is from what acquaint- 
ance we had with him since he came to Kirsas. If 
some one that is acquainted with his former life and 
Jabora would ‘give us a little of his history in the 
HERALD, it would, no doubt, interest its readers. 

He came to Kansas, I think, about the year 1877 or 
1878, and made bis home for awhile in Sumner County. 

The writer firet met himin conference at Towanda, 
Kansas, in the fall of 1879. Here he united with the 
Southern Kansas Christian C:nference, taking an 
active part in its meetings. He remained a worthy 
member of this conference up till his departure for the 
convocation above. He was alao 3 member of the 
Kansas State Christian Conference. He met with an 
accident after he came to Kansas, which resul:ed in 
making him a cripple during hia life. He was run 
over with a team one evening while mtarning from his 
meeting. 

For a man of his age and circumsiances he did ex- 
cellent work in the Master's vineyard. The laet year 
or more of his life he spent in Neosha County, where 
he organized a church at or near U:bana. Here, the 
people were very kind to him, and did all they could to 
make him comfortable in his lonely condition, having 
no relations living (as he then supposed). Atterwards, 
when he heard of his brother living in Jewell County, 
Kansas, he concluded to visit him. The writer met 
him a few days before he took this visit, and he seemed 
to rejoice much at finding » lost brother—one he had 
supposed dead. On his way to see his brother he 
stopped off at Nelson, in Cloud County, to attend the 
Northern Christian C.nference, and the minutes of 
that conference show that he wes actively engeged there 
and preached forthem. This must have been his last 
sermon. After reaching his brother's he lived jus: one 
week. He visited and talked with his brother and 
family all the time tiil the day cf his death. Oa that 
day his friends thought him weak and suggested a 
doctor, but he said, “No, I am not sick, only feel s 
little weak; will lie dowa a few minutes,” and in the 
evening he folded his arms across his breast and, with- 
out a motion or the moving of a muscle, as quietly as 
the babe on its mother’s breast, he fell ssleep in Jesus. 
He was taken from labor to reward, and exchanged the 
cross for the crown. 

Werliave-in this worthy brother an example of faith- 
fulness and perseverance worthy our imitation. He 


was found at his post till the last hour of his-mortal 
existence, then, quietly laying by his armor, he was 
borne triumphantly over the river, to meet the loved 
oncs on the golden shore. Thus we s3e the old soldiers, 
one by one, passing over. (Oh, how many the last 
year!) The Lord grant that their mantles may fall on 
young men full of.the Holy Ghost and wirdom, that 
they may go forth as burning torches, spreading the 
Gospel flame, preaching the Word for the destruction 
of sin and the salvation of the world.

antsg nistic churches, as is now done in the innumer- 
able villages of Christendom, where from two to six 
little churches exist to sustain, each its party, creed, or 
name, and in which one good live church could do all 
the purely Christian work done, better than they all 
do, or can do, in their divided state. 

To aay vothirg of the good that preachers, misiion- 
aries, presidents, secretaries, treasurers, committees, 
and money thus liberated from party work, cou'd do ip 
conveying the Gospel to those who now sit in darkness 
and in the shadow of death,and who are inthis sad 
condition simply because of our divisions. The remedy 
for our weakness is not far to see. It is stated in Seo 
tion 10 of our articles of incorporstion. It isin the 
apirit cf loyalty, love, and unity which animsates mill- 
ions of true-hearted men and women. It isin the 
Church which is being rapidly Jeavened by the spirit of 
brotherhood and love, It is in God who seeks to have 
a'lonein him. It isin Christ who is the perfect ex- 
pression of the mind of God.

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MEMORIAL SERVICE. 


Bro. Jones,—In the Haverhill Daily Laborer is an 
account of a memorial service held in that city, that 
will deeply interest a large number of the readers of 
the HERALD, and [ take pleasure in forwarding it to 
you for publication: 


By request of the Good Templars of this city, Rv. 
John A. Goss, pastor of the South Church, delivered a 
memorial address in the Grace M. E. Church, Sunday 
afrernoon, in memory of the Jate John B. Finch. John 
B. Finch was a leader of the prohibition forces in our 
ce untry, and the right worthy Grand Templar of the 
Independent Order of Good Tempiars. He was born in 
western New York, March 17, 1852. In 1877 he b:camea 
public speaker and temperance worker. In 1878 he 
lectured sixty-two nights in succession in Nebraska, 
His work isdonse. Tho reapor came in the midst of his 
sowing. A standard-bearer has fallen, a great leader bas 
been called to reward. October Ist he bid good-by to his 
wife and a little boy at their home in Evanston, Lilinois, 
and left for Boston. The Monday following he went to 
Lynn to deliver one of bis finest speeches to a large audi- 
ence. At the close of the lecture he returned to Boston, 
and on reaching the station, stepped from the cars, took 
a few steps, and felldead. ‘‘Whataloss!"” ‘Howsad!” 
‘“‘Who will take his place?” and othor like expressions 
were uttered at his death. But bark, ‘‘Watchman, what 
of the night?” “The morning cometh.” When the 
good man falls God raises up others to take bis place, 
God is the leader of the leaders in the temperance cause, 
Toe ship of temperance may to-day be on the rough 
waves of opposition, leaders may fall overboard and 
perish, but Christ isin the ship and soon he will stand 
on the deck and speak to the angry waves of intemper- 
avnee, and they shall be still. 

Mr. Finch becsme a Good Templar in October, 1875. 
He organized the Rsd Ribbon temperance movement in 
Nebraska that went like wi!d-fire throughout the state, 
and caused fear and dismay in therumarmy. He was 
elected Grand Counselor in 1879, aud Grand Chief 
Templar in 1880. The Good Templars are the leading 
temperance organization of the world. Wenumber at 
the present time seven hundred thousand members, and 
so vast in extent is our order that the sun never sets 
upon it. Our ritual is printed in fourteen diff+rent 
languages. We feel that in Massachusetts our work is 
crippied by the miserable and wicked ¢ption or lic3nse 
iaw.

OUR ¥IRST COMMUNION IN JAPAN. 

Just five months from to-day we left our vessel, 
which had been our home for two months, avd landed 
at Yokohama for our new life in Japan. Many have 
been the scenes, changes, and exp:riences since that 
day, and now in the goodness of God we are permitted 
to sit around the Lord’s table for the first time since we 
lefs Eagland, fully seven months ago. 

It was a special time of interest, seeing it was with 
the little Christian Church at Ishinomaki only recently 
formed with seven members. All the members were 
present but one, which was our beloved physician who 
had to attend the patients at the hospital ; besides these 
were two brethren from the Union or Presbyterian 
Church of this place, one the preacher, Rev. W. 
Saito, and the other a Bible student. Outside 
the Christians were two children, an old gentle- 
man, a judge, a bath proprietor, two school teach- 
ers, and a young man who belonged to one of 
my English classes, making in all sixteen persons. 
We had a gracious season. After a sermon to the peo- 
ple we had two prayers, singing, and then some of our 
number for the first time, and we for the first in Japan, 
besides the firat time for all in the Christian Church 
at Ishinomaki, partook of the emblems of our dear 
Lord's death, making it a time long to be remembered 
Truly we can prove that Jesus is as precious here in 
Japan as elsewhere, and that it is not a question of 
places, but where his people truly gather to him there 
he is in their midst. 

At night they began to gather at 6 o’clock, and as 
most were children we had singing until the proper 
time for the meeting to commence, which was 7 o’clock. 
Oar congregation numbered between forty and fif:y, 
which was very good for an ordinary preaching service. 
Mr. Taino, our preacher, took the service; a few re- 
marks were made when he was through preaching by a 
Mr. Tsunori, a teacher of English in the common 
school and a Christian of the Uaion Church; afterwards 
a short prayer by my teacher. They spoke about the 
kingdom of heaven. This day’s work is one of the en- 
couragic g parts of our work, and we could heartily pray 
God to bless abundantly the seed sown.—D F. Jones 
in Christian Sun.
